i City of Elba, after several meetings and long 
hours of study and discussion, voted on Jan- 
uary 29, 1973 to increase the electrical rates. 
This rate increase will be reflected in the 
bills due on March 1, 1973. 


This is the first electrical rate increase im- 
posed by the Board in its twenty-five years of 
operation. During this time the costs of ma- 
terials and labor have skyrocketed. The ever 
increasing demands for extending lines and 
additional voltage required hundreds of thou- 
sands of dollars in expenditures. Even with 
these increased costs and additional expenses, 
the Board was able to continue serving its 
customers at the rates established in 1947 due 
to economy measures taken and a larger sales 
volume. 
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in Andalusia, $16.59 in Opp, $18.37 in Enter- 
prise, and $18.80 in the rural area around Elba. 


If the cost of fuel to generate the electricity 
exceeds 3.4 mills per KWH, the Board will 
have fO0 pay the. excess and this charge will 
be added to the customer’s bill. It is not 
anticipated that this “fuel adjustment factor” 
will materially affect the customer’s bill in 
the near future. The addition of a “fuel ad- 
justment factor” to the customer’s bill has 
been used by Alabama Power Company, Gulf 
Power, and others for many years.

members of the Water Works and Elec- 
Board of the City of Elba regret that it 
was necessary to take this action, however, 
they trust that its customers will understand 
there was no other practical alternative. 


In spite of the actions taken in the past, the 
Board could not continue to Operate and ab- 
sorb the 24.2% rate increase being imposed 
on it by its wholesale supplier. This increase 
amounts to over $65,000 per year. A check 
of rates from another possible wholesale sup- 
plier indicated an even higher increase amount- 
ing to over $73,000. 


Realizing that local citizens and businesses 
have also been faced with the rising cost of 
living, the Board kept its rate increases as 
low as possible. A residential customer using 
1,000 KWH per month will pay $15.70 (plus 
State tax) under the new rate, compared to 
$13.58 under the old rate. Even with this in- 
crease, the cost of electricity in Elba is less 
than in neighboring areas. This same 1,000 
KWH that cost $15.70 in Elba would cost $15.95

There is no question that this 
is a tenuous peace, based only 
on the willingness of the North 
Vietnames to abide by the ag- 
reement. In my judgement 
Vietcong agenst in South Viet- 
nam will do everything possible, 
including assassinations, to di- 
srupt a political settlement. But 
I feel that the United States has 
now done everything humanly 
possible to help South Vietnam 
strengthen their government and 
we have provided them with a 
full arsenal of weapons with 
which to protect themselves 
and to survive on their own. 

Up to the last week prior 
to the signing of the cease fire 
1, 169 Alabama men have died 
in the jungles of Southeast Asia 
fighting in the service of their 
country and in defense of the 
freedoms which you and I con- 
tinue to enjoy. These men 
fought with honor and they died 
with honor And even as 
we sadly count the cost of the 
Vietnam war. we rejoice in the 
anticipation of the return of the 
prisoners of war. The defense 
department advises me that 
there are 96 next of kin of mis- 
sing and captured servicemen 
in the State of Alabama It 
will be a grand and glorious 
day when all of the POWs are 
safely home, and all of us pray 
tha God, in all his wondrous 
and mysterious ways, will have 
most, if not all, of the missing 
in action among those men who

Disposal Grants 


As a result of an across- 
the - board review of federal 
programs to hold 1973 budget 
outlays to $250 billion, the U. 
S. Department of Agriculture 
today announced termination of 
planning and development grants 
in the water and waste dispo- 
sal programs of Farmers Home 
Administration. Theactionalso 
will help keep the outstanding 
public debt within the statutory 
limit of $465 billion. 

Grant funds are still avail- 
able to rural committees, of- 
ficials said, under other pro- 
grams. The Federal Water Po- 
llutionControl Act (FWPC) of 
1972 and the revenue sharing 
program make substantial am- 
ounts of funds available through 
te environmental Protection 
Agency (EPA) as well as dir- 
ectly to state and local com- 
munities. These funds are 
for use in developing highest 
priority projects as determined 
by local officials. 

The FWPC Act also author- 
izes EPA substantial amounts 
in the form of grants for waste 
disposal purposes. 

Farmers Home Adminis- 
tration will continue the water 
and waste disposal loan pro- 
gram for those communities 
unable to obtain the necessary 
financing to repair or devel- 
ope urgently needed facilities.

President Nixon Announces Proposal For 1974 


National Budget 


Congressman Bill Dick 


Last week President Nixon 
presented his proposed National 


*Budget for 1974 to Congress, 


some $268.7 billion, while pro- 
mising no new tax increases. 
The President was able to pre- 
sent such a reasonable budget 
only by asking for sharp cut- 
backs in some programs, and ‘ 
offering revenue sharing as an 
alternative. 

Basically, the proposed bud- 
get is designed toavert renewed 
inflation while moving away 
from big government. This can 
be accomplished only if Con- 
gress cooperates. That is, if 
Congress appropriates more 
than $268.7 billion for fiscal 
year ‘74, the money must come 
from somewhere and the most 
logical answer will be increa- 
sed taxes--probably the indi- 
vidual income tax--or morede- 
ficit spending 

For too many years Con- 
gress has allowed the budget to 
spiral oui of-control and would 
not make the necessary cuts to 
balance the budget. Many Con- 
gressmen looked no furtherthan 
their own pet legislation. They 
pushed this legislation into law, 
no matter what the cost to the 
average taxpayer, no matter that 
the United States did not have 
the money on hand to finance the 
hew programs, no matter that 
inflation was pushed up, no mat- 
ter that taxes were increased 

All that must now stop if 
the proposed budget is to be a 
success. The cost of each piece 
of legislation must be carefully

SOIL TEST REPORTS 

Dr. Walter Sowell, our soil 
Specialist at Auburn, wrote me 


recently about a change on the 
soil test reports. This change 
concerns a soil fertility index 
number which is included on 
the soil test report along with 
the ratings for both magnesium 
and calcium. This index is 
expressed as a percentage of 
the amount of that plant. nu- 
trient in the soil that has been 
shown by research to be ade- 
quate for top yields. An index 
of 100 or more means there 
is enough of that nutrient in 
the soil to produce a top yeild. 

For example, Larry Parker 
of Route One, Kinston, sent a 
sample in recently for neanuts. 
His report came bac . 3 fol- 


lows: The pH was v.2. The 
calcium is high. Phospherous 
was listed as high. (His index 


was 140). It has a pot:ssium 
index of 90 and the magnesium 
was high. In other words, 
beginning this. year they not 
only use the terms of low, me- 
dium and high but they also 
give a number to more ac- 
curately identify the level of 
soil fertility. 

PECAN FERTILIZATION 

A lot of Coffee County folks 
are making the mistake of fer- 
tilizing pecan trees too late 
in the spring. Pecans are 
born on a new growth and in 
order to get sufficients amount 
of new growth fertilizer needs 
to be readily available‘at the 
right time. 

We recommend fertilizing pe- 
can trees the first week or,ten 
days of February. The pecan 
fertilizer recommendations are 
as follows: Apply 1/2 pound

year of the tree’s age up to 
8 to 10 pounds neh tree, If 
this rate does not result in an 
average of 6 to 10 inches of 
new shoot growth for top yields 
increase the application to 12 
pounds. On the other hand, 
if excessive growth occurs, re- 
duce the rate of N to6 pounds 
per tree the following year, 
Apply 50 pounds of P205 and 
50 pounds of K20 per acre

Let 
me hug your neck -let me hug 
someone's neck, we are sohap- 
py!” cried Mrs. W. M. Rings- 
dorf Tuesday afternoon Shortly 
after she and her husband, are- 
tired Elba dentist, had received 
a telephone call from the U. S. 
Air Force confirming that their 
son, Air Force Captain Ben 
Ringsdorf, was among an extra 
group of twenty POW’s held by 
the North Vietnamese that would 
be released “in the next few 
days”. Captain Ringsdorf has 
been a prisoner since his jet 
plane was shot down in flames 
over North Vietnam on Novem- 
ber 11, 1966. 


Captain Ringsdorf will first 
be flown to Clark Air Force 
Base in the Philippines for sev- 
eral days for complete physicals 
and Air Force de-briefing. 
From Clark he is expected to 
be transferred to Maxwell Air 
Force Base at Montgomery for 
several weeks. Arrangements 
are already underway for him 
to be re-united with his parents 
and his brother, Dr. Marshall 
Ringsdorf of Birmingham. This 
reunion, arranged by the Air 
Force, will take place at Max- 


well, where quarters are being 
prepared for the returning 
POW’s and their families, Cap- 
tain Ringsdorf has another bro- 
ther, Frazier, who is employed 
by an American firm in Turkey. 

Mrs. Ringsdorf had talked 
with THE ELBA CLIPPER Mon- 
day afternoon and talked freely 
of her emotions and reactions 
to the release earlier of the 
three plane loads of Americans 
from Hanoi prison camps. 

She stated “Of course we want 
Ben home as soon as possible, 
but just seeing those boys walk 
down that ramp sure makes both 
Doctor and I feel real good.” 
Mrs. Ringsdorf continued with 
“The Doctor and I both started 
getting a little emotional watch- 
ing those boys coming back but 
we talked about it and I told 
Doctor we must control oursel- 
ves just a little longer. We 
knew our son would be in the 
next group or if not in that gr- 
oup, in the third group to be 
released. We have every reason 
to believe he is in good health 
and has no broken bones”. She 
added “I know our prayers are 
being answered”. 

The first Americans held 
captive by North Vietnam were 
released last weekend. Thenext 
group was scheduled in two 


weeks according to the peace 
agreement signed by all parties 
involved in the conflict in South- 
east Asia. This group of Amer- 


icans is a plus and speeds up 
a prisoner of war release that 
had fallen behind schedule even 
before it got started.

Charlie Jacobs of Elba was 
found dead in-his car late Tues- 
day afternoon. He had been miss- 
ing since Thursday afternoon. 
Jacobs had been the subject of 
an extended search since Sat- 
urday. The search, handicapped 
by the snow and ice, was carried 
out by officers in carsandanair 
search by Elba policeman Robert 
Ross and a local pilot. 

Jacobs was found in his car, 
a plymouth, in a deep gully by 
a passing truck driver about 
1/4 mile north of the Brantley 
city limits on US 331 in Cren- 
shaw County. The car was headed 
toward Brantley and ran off the 
left side of the road.
